FIFTEEN-YEAR-OLD girl poisoned herself in this 

city the other day because she was lovesick. She had 

had a quarrel with her lover, who was evidently older 
than she, as he is spoken of as having a position as a book- 
keeper in a downtown business house. A young fellow 
about twenty shot himself and fell into the water because a 
girl failed to meet him at a time and place where no girl 
should meet a young man. It is said that he had begged 
her to elope with him, and that he had seventeen dollars 
with which to do the eloping and commence married life. 
These are recent and local instances, but the newspapers 
are daily recording similar performances in all parts of 
the United States and Canada. Probably, like other crimes, 
self-destruction is suggested by the chronicles continually 
furnished by the daily newspapers, but no one with a good 
training or a reasonably well balanced mind shou!d be in- 
fluenced by such fool examples. There must be something 
radically wrong with the bringing-up of children who com- 
mit suicide before they have properly arrived at manhood 
or womanhood. While governments are seeking to sup- 
press anarchy and philosophers are endeavoring to dis- 
cover the cause of it, it might be well for the modern 
parent to devote a little more attention to the impulses 
which drive apparently sane but really unbalanced young 
sters to self-destruction. 

In the two instances quoted, home life seems to have 
been lacking} and loneliness, a desire for sympathy, and 
the craving for love, which is stronger in youth than in age, 
made these despondent ones victims of the thought that all 
could be ended by poison or a pistol. <A girl of fifteen 
should never think of having a lover; indeed, she should 
be so carefully guarded that such an amour as this poor 
young thing drifted into should be impossible. She thought 
she had a broken heart, as said in her farewell note, 
but at fifteen a girl should not know that she has such a 
thing as a capacity for falling in love with a man. The boy 
who shot himself was simply suffering from “calf” love, 
from which he would have recovered as easily as a child 
gets over the measles. yet how did either of them an 
idea that their whole future was to be dull and grey because 
someone had been “faltz?” Surely their parents did not 
tell them about it. If they associated with youngsters of 
their own age they would not have got such morbid no- 
tions. Perhaps they imbibed their romantic ideas from 
the reading of penny-dreadfuls, or those hair-raising seri- 
als which some of the evening papers are fond of publish- 
ing. But surely no one living even in a boarding-house 
or as a domestic in a family can be so far removed from 
sensible counsel to think that the whim of another 
could darken the balance of the days. Is there no one in 
church or school, or in the families into which strangers 
go servants or boarders, who has a word to to 
these unformed and foolish youths who are at the impres- 
sionable age when they have neither wings nor pin-feath- 
ers? Of course these young people know it all, and they 
are difficult to advise, coax or coerce, for between fifteen 
and twenty years of age comes that period of superiority 
when the youngsters know more than his or her parents, 
and when every word of advice is resented as an insult to 
their rights and their intelligence. and it is almost 1 hope- 
less task attempting to guide those young people who 
have had foundation of common-sense laid in their 
earlier up-bringing. Many children are let run wild in the 
everings, when they are approaching manhood 
womanhood they insist still, though the dangers to be en- 
countered are increased a hundredfold, that they be un- 
hindered in their evening rambles and the picking up of 
strange companions. Unfortunately it is true that in 
nearly every family either the father or the mother is in- 
clined to let the children do as they please. If it be the 
mother who is thus easily wheedled, the youngsters find 
many opportunities during the daytime, and often in the 
evening, of gadding about in a way which can do them no 
good and is liable to end in harm. If it is the father who 
is easy, he feels well rewarded by the unusual but tempor- 
ary affection of his children if he conspires to let them 
have a fling whenever the mother’s back is turned. In 
marriage the two extremes generally meet, but frequently 
in the government of children they are not harmonious 
and there is not a settled rule of conduct upon which both 
parents insist. The irregularities which follow permit of 
a bad class of reading being brought into the house, a poor 
selection of companions being made, late hours being kept, 
going out without permission and returning without being 
rebuked. The modern idea seems to be let children 
bring up themselves, and frequently attempt to bring up the 
parents. A boy once confided in me on board ship that 
during a tour in Europe he had had a great deal of diffi 
culty training his mother to let him do as he liked, but at 
the gait at which he was going I think he had had more 
than usual success. In olden times perhaps children were 
too strictly handled and were taught to believe that they

Sir Claude and Lady Macdonald at Ottawa.—Countess of 
Minto's Lost Bracelet.—Victims of the “* Frontenac” 
Explosion Recovering.—Interesting Per- 
sonal Mention, 


IR CLAUDE AND LADY MACDONALD, of 
whom we heard so much when they were the 
hosts at that large and lengthy party within the 
Legation walls at Pekin, spent Sunday after- 
noon and part of Monday in Ottawa. They 
came so thoroughly unannounced that few peo- 
ple knew they were here, until they had gone. Even the 
Governor-General does not appear to have been aware of 
their coming, for they stopped at the. Russell, and not at 
Government House, as one would have imagined. Hon, 
R. W. Scott, Secretary of State, was at the station to see 
the distinguished visitors off and wish them bon voyage 
when they left by the “Soo” train on Monday afternoon 
for Vancouver, from where they sail for Japan. I remem- 
ber hearing at the time of the Queen’s death that Lady 
Macdonald, although in far-away Pekin, wore extremely 
deep mourning, even to the depth of crepe, much more 
pronounced mourning than was worn by other ladies of 
equal prominence. 

His Excellency the Earl of Minto enjoyed last week a 
quiet and restful time at Government House, without the 
strain of governing lying too heavily upon him. He had his 
children to keep him company, one A.D.C. and a private 
secretary to meet his requirements in the way of business. 
Now he has gone off to meet the Royal party at Rat Port- 
age, where he and His Royal Highness will have a day’s 
shooting. Major and Mrs. Maude, Captain Graham, 
A.D.C., and Mr. Arthur Guise left with the Countess of 
Minto on, the triumphal tour of the West. Lady Minto 
took Miss Alice Grenfell with her as lady-in-waiting. The 
Premier, who is travelling in the same train as the Coun 
tess of Minto, has taken a large staff of officials with him. 
mostly secretaries, who, even if they have not much to do, 
will have a pleasant journey.
